BUFFALO, Sept. 5.—President's 
day 


at the Pan-American exposition dawned

'home of Sir. Jlilburn in Delaware avenue 
was 10 o'clock, crowds began to assem- 
ble in front of the house as early us 0 
o'clock. A detail 
of police kept 
the 


crowd back from 
the sidewalk in front 


of the house, but those most eager to 
catch a glii'npso of the 
president and 


Mrs. McKinley indiscriminately invaded 
the beautiful lawn of the adjoining resi- 
dence and sonic even went so far as to 
climb upon the verandas. 
• • 


Promptly at 10 o'clock tho president" 


emerged from tho home of Mr. Milburn, 
Mrs. MeKinloy accompanying him walk- 
ing by hi* side without assistance. A 
great burst of cheers greeted them which 
the president acknowledge by bowing. 
They entered the first carriage and Mr. 
JttUmru and Mrs. Wm. Ilainliu, of the 
board of managers, the second. 


An escort of twenty 
mounted police 


and twenty members of the signal corps 
surrounded the two carriages and the 
cavalcade- set out at a brisk trot for the 
Lincoln Parkway entrance to the expo- 
sition grounds. The two carriages were 
followed by a number of carriages, tally- 
lu«, their occupants 
blowing 
fanfares 


and adding animation to the scene. 


At the Mitrancc to the exposition 


grounds the president was met by de-

, A committee .of mediators arrived 
here yesterday and induced Charles M. 
Schwab, executive head of the steel com- 
panv, to agree to several concessions. 
The" results of the conference with .'Mr. 
Schwab were then communicated to Mr. 
Shaffer over the 
long-distance wire to 


Pitsburg, but the president of the Amal- 
gamated association refused to 
accept 


the terms, although urged to do s'o both

The proposition from Mr. Schwab, said 


to have been submitted to President 
Shaffer through President Gompcru, vir- 
tually demands a concession of the Clark, 
Painter, Lindsay and MeCntcheons and 
Moncsscn hoop mills. These plants were 
non-union when the strike started and 
nil arc now running partially or in full. 
The association would also lose by the 
acceptance of the proposition of the prop- 
osition the Crescent 
Tin Plate plant, 


Cleveland, the Star Tin "Plate works in 
this city ,the Canal Dover mills and the 
works at Demmler. These have been un- 
ion for a long time. The tube plants nt 
McKcesport in this city and nt Bcnwood, 
W. Va., would also be exempted. 


The acceptance of the terms it is said, 


would reduce the strength of the Amal- 
gamated association nearly 50 per cent. 


ADVISORY BOARD ADJOURNS.

The boys enlisted in what was known 


as the KalTrarian rifles, a mounted corps- 
in this country • failed 
cavalry. Their 


troop and squadron was designated to 
do patrol and scouting duty. The outfit 
came under the head of volunteers and 
in the troop in v.'hich the Racine boya 
enlisted there were about twenty other 
Americans, many, of whom served in the 
American army idurhig the Spanish- 
Ameriean war.. 


The Racine boys pay a high tribute 


to the bravery.of the American soldiers. 
They say they are looked up to by. tho 
British soldiers as .men who fear nothing. 
A British regular soldier enlists for 12 
years and receives pay amounting in 
American money to about 30 cents o, day, 
while the British volunteers receive $1.50 
a clay Txwidcs all their clothing and ra- 
tions. As a. result there is a bitter feel- 
ing existing between the British regu- 
lars arid volunteers. 


England's army.in the Transvaal con- 


sisted of men all the way from1.14 to 70 
years of ago. In order to become a 
member of their army it is not necessary 
to pass a very rigid examination. The 
Racine boys say they saw men with one 
€3-0, some with one leg about six inches 
shorter than the other and all kinds of 
cripples. There is little or no discipline 
in the volunteer forces.'.'A'-lieutenant 
over there puts on more airs than a gen- 
eral in the American army.

A septic tank may be said to be a large 


tank, covered so as to exclude linght and 
air, 
wholly or through which sewerage 


flows in such a w.ay that it has a very 
regular current and in velocity so slow 
that the matters in suspension in the 
sewage rise and fall, by reason of differ- 
ences in specific gravity, and are retain- 
ed in the tankj there to be decomposed, 
while the effluent flows out at the farth- 
er end of the tank. Devices are used to 
cause the flow to be distributed over 
some considerable depth, to prevent sur- 
face currents, and to take the effluent 
from a depth free from suspended mat- 
ter. « 


Under the conditions of darkness, 511- 


vntilation and moderate heat, minute or- 
'giuiism of the class known as anaerobic 
bacteria develop in great numbers in the 
tank. The biological growth and activ- 
ity produces a chemical decomposition 
of the retained organic matter of the 
sewage, a reduction of its compound in- 
to parts, a large portion passing off in 
the form of gasp.*, a part as inorganic 
matter with the effluent, and a part as 
silt-like sludge or ash which is deposit- 
ed in the tank. 


The process is a remarkable one and 


supposed to reduce almost a clear water 
from sewerage millions of tons of which 
are weekly deposited into Lake Michikan 
from larger cities and which it is feared 
in time will make the water unfit for 
drinking purposes.

THE OA*A& QUESTION. 


While considerable'has been said about 


the neutralization of the Nicaragua ca- 
nal, but little is heard about 
the neu- 


tralization of the 
Suez canal. It 
has 


been commonly supposed the Suez canal 
was so neutralized it could not be closed 
in time of war, but this Is not at all the 
case. England at the timo- it purchased, 
the controlling shares reserved the right 
of defense until such time-as tranquiiity 
was restored in Egypt and it could re- 
call its troops. This time lias not yet 
arrived and in all probability it never 
will arrive, and so England has not in 
one sense agreed to neutralize the Sue.: 
canal. Tims it can not find any fault 
with our position in the Nicaragua ca- 
mil. We are not in military occupation 
of any territory through which the canal 
passes and rest on contention or assump- 
tion of a right to fortify the canal and 
approaches, and to operate the canal for 
all purposes of offense and defense if we 
are threatened, upon the groumls of the 
commonest prudence, and this we will 
insist upon. 


England cannot ask us to do that 


which for itself it has declined in other 
parts of the world, besides England can 
not argue the Nicaraguan canal in any 
wide threatens her interests, or the in- 
terests of any foreign government. But 
it has a right to ask if there are any 
previous agreements in existence which 
might prevent this that any such agree- 
ments or treaties be abrogated in a pro- 
per manner, and in such degree that it 
can consistently accept without being 
seemingly retiring before Uncle Sam's 
bluster. Let us do these things in po- 
liteness and in order. It is just as easy 
and far plcasantcr and cheaper.

A movement has been inaugurated by 


Inuiaua manufacturers against the nat- 
ural gas operators having for the object 
the shutting off of the great waste. The 
attorney general of the state has been 
asked, though his co-operation is doubt- 
ful, to compel the oil companies to bet- 
ter conserve the supply. It seems the 
interests of the oil companies is better 
secured by permitting the waste in or- 
der that they capure.the crude petrol- 
eum, but with the unfortunate result of 
tiie supply of natural gas being rapidly 
consumed doing nobody 
any 
benefit. 


The manufacturers who have been using 
this natural gas have for some |.ime been 
siifl'ering from 11 fa-st depleting supply to 
their injury. The waste is claimed to 
be now greater than ever before known 
and tit the rate going on, manufacturers 
will have to return to the use of coal, as 
in fact some of them already have. 


ft is encouraging to record-that" both 


t.be state geologist and attorney general 
have promise to give 
up a portion of 


their time to looking into this important 
matter. The law has already 
done its 


part so far as recording on the statute 
books the pains and penalties for all 
who waste the precious natural gas, but 
:<s the case elsewhere the law is not au- 
tomatic and enforce, itself, which is the 
season the high salaried officials of the 
state are respectfully uskc-d to earn a 
part of their salaries. 


EVADING fiOVERKMteVF DUES. 
South Carolina persists in dealing in 


liquor, but persists also in evading 
the 


liquor Jaws of the United States govern- 
ment as regards paying the proper inter- 
nal revenue taxes. This nullifying state 
insists us a'state it is not liable for any 
United States taxes, and can sell and 
buy all the liquor it is so minded, re- 
gardless of internal revenue laws. The 
matter has at last got into the eourtsj 
or will so on do so, as the last atage 'of 
the. nullifying game, was to file an addi- 
tional brief with the internal revenue' 
commissioner. This state dlaims . our 
revenue laws can nave no possible appli- 
cation to a state dispensary, such being 
not taxable under any revenue law, and 
as a legal point the attorneys of 
the 


state claim that the word "person," men- 
ioned in the revenue .. laws does not in- 
clude a state. The state attorneys fur- 
ther contend state liquor dispensaries 
arc essentially state institutions, and 
therefor are' not taxable by, the govern- 
ment, and such taxes, if any, are collect- 
able by the state itself and' for the state, 


and yet contending the state is not liable 
for such taxes. 


LABOR DAY. 


Labor Pay was very generally cele- 


brated throughout the state. In every 
town and city of I importance were par- 
ades of organized? labor bodies assisted 
by other societies>and citizens generally, 
while city officials-gave their presence in 
honor of.the day. The display of the 
stars and stripes was general and along 
the lines of parade many decorations 
were noticeable. 


It was truly labor's day and belongs 


to the people at large. It is in this sense 
our state has set apart one day in the 
year in .which to celebrate the dignity 
of labor and by appropriate exercises ob- 
serve the occasion. 


The sons of toil may well be honored 


by entire communities, and or. this an* 
rmal occasion be received in their rriarch 
by their fellow citizens with admiring 
plaudits. 


August was a noticeable month in the 


treasury. Last August there was a de- 
ficiency of $81,1,443, but this past month 
of 1001 the surplus in tha treasury -was 
$6,042.628.' The internal 
revenue re- 


ceipts fell off $4,000,000, having been 
$21,402,171, and there was a loss in the 
miscellaneous receipts of $354,000, 
But 


as an,,ofl'sct there was a decrease of 
about/$0,000,000 in the expenses of the 
war department and in the navy depart- 
ment of $40,000, though 
an increase is 


noticed in the pension payments, $00,000 
over August, .1900, Vho total payments 
having been $13,835,955. A compensa- 
tion was had also in the interest pay- 
ments, wliicli were $2,463,020 as against 
$3,170,081 a year ago. 


This country produces as yet a small 


amount of the sugar needed for its .own 
use. Our needs annually are 
about 


2,000,000 tons 
and .we only produce 


somewhere about 270,000 tons, and a fur- 
ther amount of 400,000 tons in Hawaii, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. The 
American people every year are paying 
largo sums to. foreigners for their 
su- 


gar, every cent of which could as well as 
not be spent for home grown or made 
sugar. Let us encourage the production 
of beet sugar by all means in our power, 
as do European powers, and there is am- 
ple room for all the cane sugar we can 
produce in our new possessions. We do 
not need to .import a pound of sugar 
from abroad.

out obstruction; and in case the com 
in on council shall at any time change the 
actual grade of any street on whicl 
their tracks are laid, said company shal 
immadiatcly upon the completion of such 
change relay their tracks to correspond 
to said grade, and in no case shall said 
company be entitled to damages or re- 
imbursr-ments on account of such change.

The fifty-fifth council of the Milwau- 


kee Episcopal diocese, which ir.eliules the 
Racine churches, will meet at All Saints' 
Cathedral September 17, at 10 o'clock in 
the morning* The alms will be devoted 
to the Episcopal residence fund, now ac- 
cumulating in the diocese. In the official 
notification that Bishop Nicholson has 
forwarded to the clergy, calling atten- 
tion to the council meeting, particular 
stress is laid upon the fact that lay dep- 
uties cannot take their seats nor have 
the right of suffrage until all canonical 
dues to the diocesean funds are met and 
paid to the treasurer. 


"It must be impressed upon your care- 


ful attention/3 Bishop Nicholson says, 
"that the assessment for the endowment 
fund, commonly known as the Episcopal 
fund, covering the fixed charges for the 
maintenance of the diocesan machinery, 
is now largely behind in payments." 


Continuing, Bishop Nicholson earnestly 


begs that final payments be made so that 
the year's accounts may be squared. "Do 
not wait," the bishop says, "after the 
careless manner of some, until actual as- 
semblage of the council or later. This

Among those 
to enter stern objections were the Mod- 
ern Woodmen, the largest organization 
in the congress. 


The endowment rank, Knights of Py- 


thias, did not 
file objection, but .this 


month lias raised its insurance rates to 
the amount required by the congress. 
Naturally the Knights want the other 
fraternal insurance associations to do 
likewise, or the former will be left be- 
hind in the competition for new mem- 
bers on account of the rates. But the 
effort to make the rates mandatory to 
all the companies proved futile, however, 
and a split in the association was nar- 
rowly averted.

<> .Cows of good:butter making breeds 
ebotild be kept by. the producers and 
not such as are better adapted to pro- 
duce largo quantities of milk. Quality 
Is more Important to the creamery than 
quantity. Luckily such cows, grades 
6f Jersey and Guernsey, can be bought 
at reasonable rates now, and farmers 
•have been very generally educated up 
to a knowledge; of the type of cow 
needed for the butter dairy. Most of 
them have-also learned;that good food 
•and enough of it is necessary to.pro 
dnce rich milk. Luckily:there,arc not

When" ff1' bow Is standing In a natural 
position aid she is not too far ad- 
vanced to lactation and her udder Is 
fairly well filled with milk, then the 
outline of the hlad part should curve 
up perceptibly beyond the leg toward

How to Fill Frnit Jaira. 


When canning fruit by the ordinary 


method, fill the jars to overflowing, 
then run the handle of the silver spoon 
down the side, Inside the jars and on 
all sides to liberate the air bubbles, so 
they will come to the top "and can be 
removed. See that the jars are filled 
to the brim with the hot slrvip. Wipe 
all the juice off carefully. Put on.thes 
rubber bands, adjust the top and screw 
It down tight. Do this as quickly/ as 
possible. Dip a cloth iu hot water and 
fold and place the jars'.on this.: Do not 
dist'urt> until cold; then try the lids arid 
screw"'down If they appear;a littkj 
loose. !As the glass contracts In cooling 
the lids' will become loose,- and Un- 
less care" is" takeu, to tighten'them it 
may cause the fruit to spoil. Do 
set your jars In n drtift after filling 
them.

schools, for a population of about 6,- 
000,000, Aviule Wisconsin has seven for 
a population of 2,000,000. New York 
has ono professional student in the 
normal schools for each 1,150 of popu- 
lation, -while Wisconsin -has one for 
each C90 of the population. The num- 
ber of graduates from 
the normal 


schools and state university in' Wis- 
consin is about 700 each year, white 
the graduates from other reputable in- 
stitutions would probably ^ swell this 
number to 1,000. Tho character of. the 
Wisconsin schools is of such 
high 


grade and so well established that no 
word need bo said In their defense. 
With the large.number of thoroughly 
equipped school men .and women with- 
in the borders of pur own stnt'p, it 
would not be" strange if the nnnYber

BU10NBTT. 


The silo adds nothing to,the value of 


the corn that goes into it perhaps, but 
it does the next best thing In preserv- 
ing the feeding value of it more com- 
pletely than Is possible under any other 
proces.3, says W. F. McSpasran .in Na- 
tional Stockman. Just when fthe corn' 
shall bo put into the gilo Is an unsettled 
question among farmers, .and I believe 
the tendency among those In authority 
Is to advise toward letting the corn get 
too old. They tell us we get more dry 
matter by allowing the grain to glaze, 
but as for me and my herd we general- 
ly have an abundance of dry matter 
without going to the length of sacri- 
ficing .the valuable succulence that 
makes, silage a pre-eminent dairy feed. 


My time for cutting the corn is as near 


as may ba-When tlie ear's are jnat think- 
ing about glazing. When it is. too old_for 
me to oat it,, it is old enough for my silo. 
I do not totend to run counter to the 
scientific fellows by .saying I am not 
robbing my" silage of dry 'properties It 
might have acquired If I Lad not inter- 
fered, but I have imprisoned for my 
cows the sweet juices and flavors so 
much relished-in the mangers.

• Silo Experience. 


Mr. D. M. Macpherson of Lancaster, 


Canada, is one of the few men on this 
continent who hunt this dairy question 
down to the utmost proflt In every- 
thing, says lioard's Dairyman. On 125 
acres of available land he carries about 
70 cows. He does not breed his cows, 
but he is so close a judge that he made 
his entire herd average last year over 
7,000 pounds-of . milk..per cow. 
The 


gross 'receipts!-from lUs farm in cash, 
last year were, 'over $0,000. Mr. Mac- 
phe;;§pn is a great believer ia the econ- 
omy of jthe-silp.

Svrect Sllafte. 


Sweet ensilage is comparatively an 


uncertain term, but amount of mois- 
ture Increases the acidity. Slow filling' 
and little tramping tends to produce 
sweet ensilage, but it should not be al- 
lowed to reach a temperature above 
140 degrees, .or waste may .ensue.

By the last of June. the tame grass 


pasture at the Kansas- experiment sta- 
tion had become so short and dry that 
tho milk cows could not get even a 
maintenance ration-' from It, says ,D. H. 
Otis, professor of • dairy .husbandry. 
In an adjoining field :;was 13 acres of 
Borghum. About one-half: of this (six 
acres) was fenced off to furnish pasture 
for the 27 head of dairy cows, includ- 
ing two dry cowa and two head of 
yearling heifers. The cows were turn- 
ed on to the sorghum .Tuly.l. Fur the 
first week the cows were given their 
fill of alfalfa hay 'before turning on 
the sorghum. The first day tlie. cows 
were left on the sorghum just 15 min- 
utes, the second day 30 minutes, the 
third day 45 minutes/ and so on, In- 
creasing 15 minutes per day until the 
time reached one hour and a half. 
Since then they have:hiid free access to 
the field. After the first week the cows 
were fed no hay except what they

first turned Into o sorghum field they 
are left there for a day at a time. 


So' far the experience of the Kansas 


experiment station' In pasturing sor- 
ghum is very satisfactory.

was prominent among those members of 
the New Jersey delegation who favored 
Mr. Elaine's nomination. 


While the struggle for the various as-' 


pirants was :n progress, the news came 
:hat Mr. Blaine had been stricken with 
what was variously 
described as apo- 


plexy and sunstroke. This event was 
eagerly seized upon by the two or three 
Jersey delegates who favored Mr. Conk- 
ling, and these, hearing that Dr. Newell 
Iwvd expressed a fear that the effects of 
such a "stroke" as Mr. Blaine had suf- 
fered might seriously and permanently 
affect his mental faculties, saw an op- 
portunity, as they thought, to help their 
candidate. They secured a conference of 
the delegation, and, when it had met, 
they called upon the ex-governor to give 
his opinion, as a medical man, as to 
whether, in the circumstances, it would 


prudent 
to nominate the Maine 


statesman. The answer, given with ex- 
treme reluctance and 
regret, and of 


course entirely sincere, was in the nega- 
tive. Mr. Elaine's hold upon the New 
Jersey delegates was immediately brok- 
en, but their votes ultimately went, not 
to Mr. Cohkling, but to Mr. Hayes.
